Hear Priestly on Relationship 
of the C.C.F, to the IXF.A. 


Mr. Riley, l'.F.-\. Co-operative Or¬ 
ganizer, .Speaks on Central Co- 
Operative Organization 


On Wednesday CNrening, March Ist 
the Berrywater school was filled to 
capacity to hear addresses delivered 
by Mr. Priestly , vice-president of U. 
F.A. and .Mr. Riley Co-operative or¬ 
ganizer for the TJ.F..^. 

Mr. Prrcstly gave an enKghtening 
t.alk on the C.C.F. and its relation¬ 
ship to the fanners. In the ^ourae of 
iiis remarks he said that the C.C.F. 
would have not seen the light of day 
if it had not been for the U.F.A., 
■vhich had a ptinclpal piarl in the or 
ganization. 

The I'.F.A. had surrendered no¬ 
thing to the C.C.F, thejppeaker de¬ 
clared, notwithstar ding certain sec- 
dons of the press to the contrary. 
I'he C.C.F. did not advocate a god¬ 
less Eden fpr Canada; all they were 
-■ieeking was a way out of the chaos 
.n which the Canadian , people find 
.fiemselves today. * ^ _ 

Mr. Priestly said that one of the 
reasons of unemployment today was 
the adv’ent «f labor saving machines, 
which did away with a large propor¬ 
tion of man power. To go back to the 
primitive methods of production was 
unthinkable. This fact will in time 
change the organization of society. 
Too many men today are acting as 
middlcfncn. The great thing at the 
prc.sent time is to kt the p'rotlucers 
element get at the tools of produc¬ 
tion—this is being tried out in var¬ 
ious countries under different me¬ 
thods, for instance the N.R.A. in the 
United States and Fascism in Italy. 

Touching on the afflictions of the 
C.C.F. with other organization^, Mr. 
Priestly said there was no partner¬ 
ship with Communism. The main 
idea.s of the C.C.F'. were the control 
of finance and credit, social owner- 
.ship of public ulilitic-s, security of 
the tenure of the farmer and workers 
in their homes, socialized health ser- 
vicqs, and encouragement of coroper- 
ative institutions. 

Regarding experiments in finance 
such as the introduction of the Doug¬ 
las System in'Alberta, he said the 
powers of the prc,\jncial government 
regarding legi.slation which would 
beliable to effect Canada as a w'hole 
iv?P“ct the 

i'>omiiiion of Canada differed fri 
\ustralia; as in Canada the federal 
power was croat d first in Confeder-# 
ation and it delegated certain powvrs 
to the different provinces whereas in 
-.ustralia the states were created 
first and aftertvards tfelegated cer¬ 
tain powers to a central federal au¬ 
thority. 

In Mr. Riley’s address the various 
commodities handled by the Central 
Co-opcratii;e organization at Calgary 
ivere dealt with. Commenting on the 
luccoss met with by some of the re¬ 
cently started lo-operations in the 
province he stres.-ed that bulk tmying 
by the loi'als, rather than the hand¬ 
ling of shelf goods over the counter 
af a small store. By this means a 
rreater number would be able to take 
idvantage of the benefits, whereas 
ive store business more or less re- 
itricted to patrons who live, In the 
inmediate trading vicinity in w'hich 
he store i.s situated, Mr. Riley said.

S. Campbell. 

Two reels of film wore shown' dis- 
I>laying farm machinery and its uses 
on the outstanding farms of Canada, 
from the East to the West.. Another 
film showed the new one-way disc 
.seeder in use on an Albeu ta farm. 

Mr. R. I). F'ulton, inspector from 
the Cn’gary offices of the company, 
explained the various details of th. 
pictures a . they were dlspi;iyed to thf 
audience, and discussed tlie new apd 
improved way of farming with the 
one-way disc seeder. This implement 
proved popular in this district last 
year, the speaker statt-d. 

In tajking of the close relation of 
the implement man and the farmers 
Mr. F'ulton stat; d that approximately 
22 per cent of total purchasing price 
paid for implements was paid for 
IraTisporting the machine from the 
factory to the customer. He discussed 
various problems of the farmer and 
answered many <iuesUoiis.

WHOSE WAR IS IT r 

With pre-war new* dominating the headtines of the 
newspapers, it is enevitaUe that most people are con¬ 
sidering somewhat aimlessly but hopelessly, the possibili¬ 
ties of war. Coming closer, they are conaidering the 
possibility of Canada being dragged into conflagration 
without having any dear ideas to which side is right 
who the allies will be, or on whsit foieig:n soil she may 
be sacrificing her youth. — 

It is all very confusing. So far as we in this little Al¬ 
berta town, are concerned, we have no real reason for 
forming preju4hee8 on behalf of or against any one na¬ 
tion. There have no doubt been aggravations, challenges, 
long fermenting grievences between European nations 
about which we know little —and that little may not be 
the truth. Since the last war, when Canadians fought in 
foreign lands, none of these European nations has de¬ 
monstrated any noticeable consideration or friendliness 
for Canada. They have made it as difficult as possible 
for Canada to pursue her export trade. Any sacrifices 
that Canada may have made, and will continue to make 
for generations, on behalf of the last Great War, are 
probably pretty much forgotten in Europe. So after all, 
it seems rather ridiculous to contemplate giving our life 
blood on behalf of people who do not speak the same 
language, and have only the remotest interest in us. It 
would be much wiser to exercise a little self interest and 
remain strictly outside of the Cauldron of Ehirope. 

After all when Will Rogers said tliat wars would be 
fewer if they were conducted on a strictly, “pay as you 
enter” basis, he said it all. If the first step of war was 
the conscription. of all wealth, as it should be, the fine 
fury would soon subside. It is nothing short of dishonesty 
to launch into battle in this generation, expecting our 
grand children to pay the bill. 

There are some obvious first steps if ever Canada 
should stand trembling on the verge of another^ar. 

Every manufacturing plant should be oonscripbed by 
the government before the first draft of men is formed. 
The wages paid workers should be fixed at -modest pre¬ 
war fig:ures and all profits go to the government. The 
higj|;est paid laborers should be the soldiers who sacri¬ 
fice comfort, security and risk lives in their jobs. That 
has been the most outrageous feature of past wars. The 
conscript or volunteer gets the most meagre wage in the 
country, while the physical unfit, the evaders, grrab ,off 
the civilian jobs and gather in the cream of the wages. 
If the government wants soldiers, their soldiering should 
be made the most profitable of all pursuits.

A good many people cherish the theory that adventur¬ 
ous living is oger, and that our picneer grand fathers 
I had a comer on all privation and enduranca Yet there 
are few grand fathers tales which can compare v/ith the 
adventuree of the three young men who were missing in 
the Great Bear area from December 6th to the early 
part of February. No doubt theis storiee of endurance 
in the far north, could be duplicated by others many 
timse over. But the fact that Prank Dwelle of Nanton 
was one of the oarty, stirs local interest. 

On December 5,^he three men in the party left Manitou 
IMand setting forth across, .the ice for Oameron Bay. 
They took 20 days rations, rifles, ammunition, sleeping 
bags. etc. on their overland trip. Ravens, ominous omm 
is the north, hovered over them as they plodded across 
.he great waste. Daily their rations dwindled, and an en¬ 
forced encampment owing to bitter weather delayed any 
progress. Wth leng:thening of the journey ammunition 
was exhausted, and a ball of twine finally served to stand 
between them and complete staFvation. With the twine 
they made snares and captured the occasional rabbit 
their sole food resources, for a time being rabbit and tea. 
Exhausted, at times almost frustrated, they kept dogged¬ 
ly moving, combatting a thousand minor hazards and an¬ 
noyances. and eventually they were located. 

Other instances of endurances and hardship could be 
recounted by tfie hundreds of young men who have gone 
into the B. C. gold fields in a- vague hope of earnings. 
They too have endured, quite as creditably as their grand 
fathera endured. 

In thickly populated centres also, there is tp be found 
courage and endurance . It may not be the same prima- 
tive type that was the experience of ourforefathers. But I 
it calls for and rouses the same qualities of spirit as 
made possible those achievements, of past generations 
which we are so given to extolling. The spirit shines as of 
old.

A few of these little improvements would remove the 
more outstanding injustices of the lost war, and would 
moreover give pau.se to those most likely to profit from 
war. And if the cause were sufficiently just, the rich 
would throw in their fortunes, the manufacturers their 
factories, and the able bodied their health and lives. 

THE BEAL INTERNATIONALISTS 

In recent years, public mind has grown' attuned to 
revelations regarding munition making, the international 
co-operation of the armam«it makers, and the interlock¬ 
ing connections which enable the great world force to 
dominate throuf^ press and pariiament. Ool. Drew led 
the way in these reveraiions so far as the Canadian press 
is concerned. He has been followed, by Beverley Nichols 
in “Cry Havoc,” and at present a series of articles are 
being published in the Calgary Herald, by the Central 
Press Canadian, which are even more unsparing and 
pointed. 

At least the public will be under no illusions as to why 
wars are fought. In a given crisis they may be fotight 
for the preservation of one strip of country to some one 
power. But even that, determines nothing. Immediately 
one war is over these gigantic monsters will start another 
set up for fueds and hostilities to citch the next genera¬ 
tion. WheiT we are ripsawed with war, we can have the 
happy assurance that we are playing the game for Sir 
Basil Zaharoff, for Mr. Skhwab, for the Videers family, 
Sir Herbert Lawrence and a host of our best people. 

The Herald story gives names of prominent shasrehol- 
ders of Vickers in 1932, Nerville Chamberlain, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Austin Chameb.-lain, winner of the 
Nobel peace prize. Sir Otto Niemeyer, a Vickers director, 
an officer of the Bank of Ehigland, director of the Anglo 
International Bank. Sir John Simon, foreign secretary of 
state sold out his share, in 1933. Sir Herbert Lawrence, 
chairman of the Vickers board is director of the Bank 
of Rumania. And so the industrial rnl financial inter¬ 
lockings weave their way into the very Fibre of national 
and intematioi^al organism. 

"The great Czechoslovakian armament company control¬ 
led by Frenchmen, promoted the rise of Hjtler in Ger¬ 
many, and contributed millions of marks to Hitler’s cam¬ 
paign. These same Frenchmen own newspapers that did 
more than any others to enrage France against Hitler. 
Germany, forbidden by the Treaty of Versailles to import 
arms receives gfenerous supplies from Sweden and Hol¬ 
land. The disco-verable portion of Germany’s annual arma 
nsent bill is 180,000,000." 

“’nie armorers are after all the true internationalists. 
They woilc in concert to prolong war and disturi) peace 
Their principle is if your enemy is short of raw material 
that he needs to destroy your troops, sell him some of 
your surplus stock. Such interchanges went on consistently 
during the war. English and French industries maintain¬ 
ed a steady stream of glycerin to Oermany, nidiri (now 
being supplied by Caatada to Japan, China and Geiman) 
copper, oil and rubber. Germany returned the coinpliment 
The traffic went on during the war via Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, Switzerland etc. by process of trans-shipment. 

So long as munition making remains in private control 
it will reamain a most profitable business. So long as it 
is able to declare great dividends, it will |be an attractive 
investment for the public. But when a government lea¬ 
der is a heavy shareholder it is not surprising of his 
every act ia open to suspicion. If the huge profits 
were removed from armament making, bigger and better 
wan wc^ not be so likely. 


BANK OF CANADA 

Mr. George Coote in writing to the a few days 

ago makes the following comment on the long awaited 
Central Bank legislation. In justice to Mr. Coote it must 
be said that Lis letter was written prior to any extended 
discussion in the House, and new angles may have devel¬ 
oped since that time. However, he says; ° 

I like its name, “The Bank of Canada.” The_^head office 
is to be at Ottawa. It has capitalization of 35,000,000. 
Shares are to be offered to the public at 3100. The char¬ 
tered banks are barred from holding stock and no one 
person is to be allowed to hold more than .60 shares. The 
Governor, Deputy Governor and seven directors are to be 
chosen in the first place by the Government, but after 
that time they are to be elected (by the shareholders. The 
bank will take over g:old now held by the chartered banks 
as well as that owned by the Finance Department. Gold 
will be taken over at the old rate of $20.67 per oz. There 
will be no profit to |the Government in connection with 
this transaction uhtil such time as the Government may 
revalue gold through amendment to the Currency Act. 
The Bank of Canada vnll act as fiscal agent for the Do¬ 
minion and may do so for the provinces. Bank of Canada 
notes will be redeemable In gold bullion. The bank will 
eventually take over the sole right to issue notes or cur¬ 
rency. The note issue privilege now enjoyed by the char¬ 
tered banks will be gradually turned over to the new bank 
Immediately upon the setting up of the bank the sole 
right of issue of Dominion notes will be turned over to 
them by the Government. 

It is difficult to enter into a detailed examination of 
the proposal until the bill is printed and distributed to 
members. Personally, I think there is one fundamental 
objection to the biiras proposed. The Bank of Canada 
should be under public ownership and control. The issue 
of money is pre-eminently a prerogative of the state 
and should not be turned over to a privately owned in¬ 
stitution. Credit is acknowledged today to be the life 
blood of industry. The control of credit should be in the 
hands of a body appointed by the Government and re¬ 
presentative of various branches of Canadian industry. 
The issue of legal tender money (Dominion notes) is 
now in the hands of the Government. We are to give up 
this right, turn it over to a privately owned inetitutioft. 
This is a backward step instead of a step forward. 


MUNICIPAL BUDGETING 

In the municipal reports that have come to hand, there 
is no evidence of any, “next year” optimism. The muni- 
I'ipalities have been making every effort in balancing 
their budgets here and now, without mortgaging the fu¬ 
ture. In most instances resources, from the individual 
and the municipal standpoint have been considerably 
less than in previous years, and relief costs have been 
heavy. Frost sind i drought have made tax payments a 
difficult business. But payments have been made, and 
the municipal officers have saved here and there, have 
cut their pattern .according to their goods, and have 
emerged from 1933 with i splendid record. Arrears of 
taxes from other years have'also been reduced, 1933 te- 
quisitions for schools, hospital, etc. have been met and 
bank loans have been paid off. In all details of manage¬ 
ment, the 1933 statements show a substantial advance 
over 1932. And 1932 statements showed an improved 
standing over 1931. 

This balancing of the budget is rrot confined to any 
one municipality, but seems to be a policy effectively car¬ 
ried out by most municipalities through the province. 
This is on accomplishment which should command the 
attention of the Provincial and Federal administrations. 

These governments *in desperate effort to balance bud¬ 
gets and meet expenses have laid greeter tax burdens 
upon the people, until every possible channel of taxation 
has bedn explored. And still the budgets have not bal¬ 
anced. Mhinicipalities, on the other hand, working in 
their humble way, have not attempted to lay any great¬ 
er burden upon the people, but have adjusted their ex¬ 
penditures to the likely available revenue. In some esses 
they have even reduced mill rates. And the results have 
been more favorable than would have resulted if muni 
eipal tax rates had been increased. Perhaps if the larger 
governments had followed the example of the municipal 
councils who are most closely in touch with the actual 
resources of the people, they would have had better re- 
suite. '*

WEEKLY LETTER BY 
DR ^STANLEY 

Imports Get in Denpite High Tariffs, 

N. Zenland Butter, Orders In 
Council, Repartee 

High tariffs in Ykese days anil not 
prevent imports getting over tariff 
walls. We have a tariff of 8 cents per 
pound on butter, at the present Bri¬ 
tish prices for Butter this amounts to 
a tariff of between 46 to 60 per’cent 
.‘Vew Zealand .ships larg:e quantities 
of butter to Great Britain and this 
butter sells for 14.75 cents on the 
London market. Today the price for 
butter on the Toronto market is 26.99 
cents per pound. Some business men 
in Canada have tried to import butter 
in an endeavor to break down our 
prices for this commodity. One would 
be inclined to state that these busi¬ 
ness men are larking in patriotism 
towards the producers in Canada. Re¬ 
cently a shipment of 460,000 lbs of 
New Zealand butter came to Canada 
via England and no doubt would have 
lieen placeil on the market, and a 
drop in the price of this commodity 
would have followed. This New Zea¬ 
land butter in England cost the im¬ 
porters 14.76 cents per lb. it could 
not be placed on the Toronto markets 
at less than 25 1-2 cents per lb. where 
our farmers are getting 26 cents per 
lb. for butter. This shipment of but¬ 
ler was on the cars destined for Tor¬ 
onto when the Government interven¬ 
ed, impounded the butter, had the im 
porters remove it from the cars, and 
most probably will not release the 
product until there is a scarcity of 
butter. The Canadian markets surely 
belong to our producers and not tq 
the importers who seek to make mon¬ 
ey by bringing in lar^ quantities of 
foreign produce, which must mean 
the forcing down of commodity prices 

Many Canadian.® will regret that 
Mr. MacKenzie King is not enjoying 
his usual good health; one would 
judge the Liberal leader has lost more 
than thirty pounds in weight. Canad¬ 
ians, irrespective of party, will hope 
for his early recovery and a speedy 
restoration of health. 

During the address of the Hon. .R. 
J. >L'inion and whilst he was replying 
to Hon. Mr. King’s objections to the 
use of Orders-in-Council, he made the 
following statement, “If Orders-in- 
Council had not been used by the 
Government, the Western Proxdnces 
would have become insolvent and 
thousands of needy persons would 
have suffered or some have starved 
to death.
